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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE ^ 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior aft of record 
does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in the art a method of ; 
manufacturing a liquid crystal display device comprising a combination of various steps as 
claimed, more specifically, (c) forming a transparent electrode on the interlayer insulating film, 
the transparent electrode being electrically connected to the switching device through the 
interlayer insulating fihn, the step (c) including: (cl) depositing electrically conductive, 
transparent and amorphous material on the interlayer insulating film, (c2) patterning the 
material into the transparent electrode, and (c3) turning the transparent electrode into 
polysilicon by thermal annealing carried out after formation of an ahgnment film. 

Kaneko ('035) discloses a method of manufacturing a liquid crystal display deyice 
comprising transparent electrode made fi-om amorphous ITO. Peng ('075) discloses k method 
of patteming an ITO layer. However, neither discloses a method of manufacturing a liquid 
crystal display device comprising a combination of various steps as claimed, more splecifically, 
(c) forming a transparent electrode on the interlayer insulating fihn, the transparent electrode 
being electrically connected to the switching device through the interlayer insulating film, the 
step (c) including: (cl) depositing electrically conductive, transparent and amorphous material 
on the interlayer insulating film, (c2) patteming the material into the transparent electrode, and 
(c3) turning the transparent electrode into polysiUcon by thermal annealing carried out after 
formation of an alignment film.
